The Japanese used the country 
as a staging area for the main 
assault on British holdings, be- 


ginning with Singapore and, fi- | 


nally. control of the whole coun- 
try. There was a spirit of resist- 
tance, to which the Communists 
g ve direction, they being skilled 
in underground operations, and 
at war's end this flamed into a 
nationalistic independence drive. 
British and Chinese troops occu- 
pied the country after the Japa- 
nese surrender and restored or- 
der. The country was then re- 
turned to French authority. 


Revolt 


The French, seeking to gratify 
the nationalist movement, recog- 
nized the Republic of Viet Nam, 
but retained actual control. Ho 
Chi Minh, a Communist leader, 
demanded actual independence of 
France and in late 1946 fighting 
again broke out and has contin- 
ued with increasing tempo ever 
since. Th? Russians gave encour- 
agement and some financial aid. 
The Chine’se, after Korea, 
stepped up their interest in the 
guerrilla armics and have sup- 
plied them with modern artillery. 

That much preamble is neces- 
gary to understand the present 
deterioration. In Paris there has 
heen a complete breakdown of 
the negotiations by Viet Nam 
representatives seeking a guar- 
antee of Viet Nam independence. 
France is unwilling to fight 
the Communist guerrillas and, 
with American aid, win a vic- 
tory and then withdraw. This 
is an old story. The Commu- 
nists, who certainly allow no 
freedom of person or mind, 
shrewdly join with legitimate 
nationalist movements seeking 
independence. In the Viet Nam 
itself there is now a movement 
to seek ‘‘peace’”’ with the Viet- 
minh (Southern forces of Ho 
_ Chi Minh) and not wait for the 
Geneva meeting in late April. 
That this would mean quick in- 
filtration and absorption by Com- 
munists does not deter the bitter- 
ness caused by ihe Paris break- 
down. 

It is a grim business — we 
must oppose the Communists.

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Dulles Warns Us 
Of Another Korea 


President Eisenhower in messages over 
the weekend to French and Indochinese 
leaders and Secretary of State Dulles in his 
Monday night address attempted to ac 
complish a two-fold purpose. 

1. They served notice upon the Com- 
munists that the United States will not 
permit Indochina to be enveloped by the 
Iron Curtain. | 

2. Somewhat belatedly they have told 
the American people to be ready for the 
worst; that the stakes in Indochina are the 
same as they were in Kg@rea and that the 
stamping out of the “brush fire’ there is 
better than to let it run rampant and de- 
vour the entire world. 

If the Communists take Indochina, a 
world war will be necessary to prevent 
the rest of Asia from falling to the Reds. 
We would lose all that we gained in 
Korea. Aggression would be knocking 
on the door of every Asiatic country that 
still remains free. 

The situation is complicated by the 
forthcoming Geneva Conference and by 
the genuine desire of the French to get 
out of Indochina any way they can. The 
Communists, knowing this, are prepared 
to blackmail the French government into 
accepting terms in Indochina that would 
mean its eventual fall to communism. 

The Eisenhower administration is 
thus faced with its toughest diplomatic as- 
signment to date. 

The choice we have to make is made 
no less easy by existence of the hydrogen 
bomb. 

As Secretary of Defense Wilson pointed 
out Tuesday, the destructiveness of this 
weapon is unbelievable. Its power makes 
it necessary to avoid a world war that 
would mean world destruction. The Com- 
munists know this, too. 

But to fail to act resolutely in Indo- 
china would be an invitation for such an 
eventuality. As the Communists hide be- 
hind its terror while attempting to “‘nib- 
ble us to death,” the lesser of the risks is 
to act firmly and promptly to squelch 
each successive threat. 

Just as the Truman administration 
reached the inescapable conclusion that 
the. nation’s security required action in 
Korea, so the Eisenhower administration 
cannot escape the same conclusion regard- 
ing Indochina. Let’s not be misled into 
thinking otherwise or that there is an easy 
way out.

When Milk Is Pegged 


Mr. J. J. Lawson of Akron, Ohio, is a 
milkman. For years he has considered it 
his duty to package and sell milk at the 
lowest price possible. He likes to sell milk 
by the gallon because the large family 
size means a big savings for the large 
family. 

Families in three Ohio cities—Akron, 
Cleveland and Canton—can buy milk by 
the jug from Mr. Lawson at 30 to 40 per 
cent below the average retail price. Good 
milk, too—Grade A. 

But when the Lawson milk enters a 
“control” area the Lawson company is 
penalized for selling below the prevailing, 
pegged price. 

Mr. Lawson doesn’t like that. He has 
paid for advertising as far south as Atlanta 
to say so. When milk is controlled the 
consumer pays, says Mr. Lawson. 

The Akron mother with eight children 
is buying milk for 52 cents a gallon or 13 
cents a quart. The Atlanta mother is pay- 
ing $1 or more a gallon. She gets no ap- 
preciable savings by buying in large quan- 
tities because the State Milk Control 
Board won't allow it. 

Akron families use 536 pounds of fluid 
milk and cream a year. The national 
average is 352 pounds. The Atlanta aver- 
age is below the national. 

If the nation used as much milk as 
Akron on a per capita basis, the dairies 
would be hard put to meet the demand in- 
stead of trying to solve a slippery surplus 
problem. 

Mr. Lawson of Akron insists on keep- 
ing the price low to the housewife. Mr. 
Lawson sells much milk and evidently 
makes money. What is more important, 
Akron children get the milk they need. 

Let Mr. Ezra Benson consider these 
things. Let Mr. Charles Duncan and his 
State Milk Board consider them. Let the 
Georgia Legislature consider the Lawson 
premise—‘When milk is  controlled— 
YOU Pay.”

Ike Says the Nation 
Must Trade To Live 


President Eisenhower's special mes- 
sage to Congress on tariffs and trade 
Tuesday was fully as important as Secre- 
tary of State Dulles’ statement Monday 
night on the Indochinese crisis. 

The President, in line with the ex- 
haustive Randall Report, asked for an ex-

tension of the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act which expires on June 12. Such 
an extension involves not only the pocket- 
book of every American citizen but the 
economic position of all the free world. 

The United States is a creditor nation. 
No nation can expect forever to export 
more than it imports. Such a continued 
unbalance leads to domestic as well as 
world depression. 


The President asked for cutting down 
direct grants of aid to other countries. 
This not only would please the American 
people but would most certainly please 
the countries we have helped. Nobody 
likes chanty. They want to earn their 
way through trade. , 


The President urged a program that 
would encourage investments abroad and 
that would lead to freer exchange of 
currencies. But the entire world trade pic- 
ture, foreign investments and all, is tigd 
in with our tariff policies. 

Ike’s proposals will have tough sled- 
ding in a Congress that is being pressured 
for higher, not lower tariffs. But more and 
more leaders in American business are 
becoming aware that a gradual adjust- 
ment of tariffs leading to freer trade is 
necessary if the nation’s and the world’s 
economy is to prosper. 

“If we fail in our trade policy,” says 
the President, ‘“‘we may fail in all. Our 
domestic employment, our standard of 
living, our security and the solidarity of 
the free world—all are involved. For our 
own economic growth we must have con- 
tinuously expanding world markets; for 
our security we require that our allies 
become economically strong. Expanding 
trade is the only adequate solution for 
those two pressing problems confronting 
our country.” 

He did not overstate the problem nor 
the solution. The country and Congress 
had best listen to him.

‘Adequate’ Schools, Too 


It isn't often that a state school board 
member carries the banner for raising 
school appropriations and_ increasing 
teacher pay. In fact, we recall a Georgia 
board member’s saying that the teachers 
should be thankful for what they are get- 
ting instead of asking for more. 

It’s that attitude that made us read 
twice as The News and Observer at Ral- 
eigh, N.C., reported the speech of a North 
Carolina Board of Education member to 
the North Carolina Education Association 
in its recent session. 

“In a democracy a state must educate 
or perish,” board member Stanford Mar- 
tig told the Tarheel teachers. He went on 
to point out that North Carolina’s progress 
in industry, commerce and agriculture 
began only after the state started spend- 
ing money on better schools. He urged 
that the spending be stepped up to $193,- 
000,000 annually to give all the children 
of the state an adequate school program. 
It is that ‘‘adequate” toward which we 
are working in Georgia. 

Mr. Martin explained that he was not 
speaking for the state school board, but as 
a board member. And speaking as a state 
school policy maker, he said the teacher 
shortage could be solved by making teach- 
ing more attractive in many ways—better 
salaries, further reduction of teacher load, 
more adequate retirement benefits and 
adequate sick leave. 

There is nothing new or startling about 
what the man said. We've heard it from 
the teachers themselves and from good 
friends of the schools. 

The striking thing about the North 
Carolina statement is that it came from 
a state school board member.

tion, dedicating a new low-cost, public housing project, urged that 
it is ‘‘vital’’ for Congress to approve President Eisenhower's public 
housing program that calls for total of 140,000 units in the next 


four years, 35,000 a year. 

Here in Washington—the House 
Appropriations Committee, con- 
trolled 3 to 2 by Republicans—30 
to 20 Democrats—voted to end the 
public housing program completely 
at the end of two years, mean- 
while approving 20,000 units for 
this year and 15,000 next year to 
close it out. 

Commissioner Slusser expressed 
a sane, sound, reasonable ap- 
proach to the slum problem that 
plagues, our cities. He gained his 
knowledge of the slum blight first- 
hand in 10 years’ experience as a 
mayor of Akron, Ohio, and saw 
his appraisal confirmed for most 
of our cities in a 30,000-mile sur- 
vey trip all over the country last 
fall. Of that he said, ‘‘The farther 
I went, the worse it got.'’ 

He sees the day when private 
housing will meet the need. As 
he told the homefolks in Akron on 
Monday, he does not believe ‘in 
scattering public housing about the 
landscape and at every crossroad 
simply because it is public hous- 
ing. 
“That, too, is a false concept. 
But where decay has set in, where 
values are being lost in terms of 
property, and, more important, hu- 
man lives, there I think public 
housing has a place . . 

“Public housing,’’ Commissioner 
Slusser argues, “is good business 
ngt only from a human and civic 
standpoint but from a cold- 
viewpoint.” A recent study of 


all slums and blighted areas in 
the country showed they comprise 
one-fifth of our metropolitan areas. 
And into this one-fifth of our cities 
is packed a third of the urban 


population, a geoc third (35 per: 


cent of the fires), nearly half of 
the major crimes (45 per cent), and 
even half of the arrests, more than 
half (55 per cent) of the juvenile 
delinquency, and 60 per cent of the 
tuberculosis. Or, to total up this 
unhappy picture, slums account 
for 45 per cent of city service costs 
and pays just six per cent of its 
real estate taxes. 

“I think that will answer the 
question of who has been paying 
the preponderant cost of the slums. 
The rest of the taxpayers. I won- 
der if that could be creeping social- 
ism? Personally, I say it's better 
to get these blighted areas back 
in shape—so that they cease to 
be ratholes down which city rev- 
enues are poured.”’ 

Mr. Slusser’s attitude, moderate 
and common sense as it is, cer- 
tainly is a contrast to that of re- 
sponsible Republic party lead- 
ers at the capitol. It is they, of 
course, who will .make or break 
President Eisenhower's program 
upon which he séems to be count- 
ing heavily. It is getting plainer 
every day that, if any substantial 
part of it is saved, it will be due 
to Democrats, as was the case in 
notable instances at the last ses-

with your soul still loftier, your 
thoughts more firm, more disen- 
gaged from earthly things.”’ Jesus 
sent the multitude away and drew 
apart to pray. If it was necessary 
for Him, how much more so is it 
necessary for us who are so guch 
weaker than He. 

If we do not voluntarily take 
time for God, sometimes He forc- 
es Himself upon us. The ‘disciples 
saw no necessity for prayer, so 
Jesus made them get into the boat. 
But solitude was not enough. Then 
we read that a storm came upon 
them, their ship was “tossed with 
waves.’ Mark tells us they “‘toiled 
in rowing; for the wind was con- 
trary unto them” (6:48). 

They were in a situation they 
could not handle. Their strength 
was not sufficient to carry them 
where they wanted to go. I think 
(;0d sent that storm upon the dis- 
ciples. Sometimes God puts us on 
our backs to give us a chance to 
look up. 


the recent disclosure by the Army that conversations occurred be-

Plainly, since the 
Army kept such minute records 
in the case of Pvt. David Schine, 
it seems certain that equally 
minute records have been kept 
on the requests of members of 
the House and Senate and their 
staffs who asked ‘‘favored treat- 
ment” for the sons of relatives 
of their constituents. 


The exposure of all the facts 
will show that the ‘‘favored treat- 
ment’ practice has been so wide- 
spread that the Army, the Navy, 
and the Air Force are constantly 
being pressured by various mem- 
bers of Congress. Indeed, it is 
common knowledge that some of 
the bureaus of one of the armed 


services had a special marking’ 


during the war for such cases, 
and the record of the individual 
concerned was initialed with the 
letters “P. I," which meant 
‘political influence.” . 

But who is to investigate the

activities of members of Congress 
in these matters? What commit- 
tee is to call for the records from 
the Army, the Navy and the Air 
Force, especially for the period 
during the war when most Ameri- 
can boys didn't have any political 
“pull” to keep them from facing 
the enemy overseas? 

When will some member of the 
Senate or House put an end to 
all the hypocrisy and, with the 
courage of his convictions, de- 
mand that each of the armed 
services send to the Vice Presi- 
dent in the Senate and to the 
Speaker of the House the records 
of all conversations, monitored 
and unmonitored, all letters and 
documents and the file of every 
soldier, sailor or airman who 
at te request of a member of 
Congress or his staff got ‘‘favored 
treatment’”’ during and _ since 
World War II? The mere publica- 
tion of the records would be 
enough, and no further investiga- 
tion by any committee would be 
needed to apply the corrective 
that would be demanded by an 
outraged ‘public opinion.

Cavarretta came to the Cubs as a mere child, a 16-year-old 
alumnus of Lare Technical High School in Chicago. He played a 
119-game minor league apprenticeship at Peoria and Reading be- 
fore settling down to first base at Wrigley Field in 1935. He 
walked in as manager after Frankie Frisch was kicked out in 
1951, and it was then that Cavarretta began to learn about idols.

—Good pitching, questionable hit- 
ting: that’s the way the situation 
looks for the Little Rock Travel- 
ers, just as it was at the cor- 
responding point in the last three 
springs. 

In 1951 the Travelers mustered 
sufficient offense to go along 
with their excellent defense and 
breezed to the championship of 
the Southern Assn. Last year and 
the year before, the pitching was 
there, but the supporting cast 
couldn't supply enough runs to 
win consistently.

The need for pleasant atmo- 
sphere at meals was pointed up 
last night by a panel of physicians 
discussing ulcers, their causes 
and treatment. The physicians 
took part in last of a series of free 
health forums sponsored hy the 
Fulton County Medical Society and 
Atlanta Journal. 

POPULAR NOTION 


The doctors discounted the 
popular notion that it’s certain 
occupations that cause people to 
develop ulcers. 

Not so, they said. It's all in the 
individual and how he adapts to 
his job. 

‘The answer is in the person's 
approach to life. Whether you are 
milking cows or driving a New 
York taxicab, it doesn't matter.’’ 

Dr. FE. Naper Burson Jr. said 
frequency of stomach ulcers has 
increased steadily since 1900. ' 
Now, he said, there are 50.000 
people in Greater Atlanta who 
have or have had an ulcer. 

He said the tendency to develop 
ulcers is passed from parents to 
children. 

Unusual eating habits, Dr. Bur-, 
son said, are a factor in develop-. 
ment of ulcers. The atmosphere 
should be right for meals, he 
said, and they should never be 
gulped down or eaten during a 
family argument. 

OTHER CAUSES 

Other ulcer causes, he said, 
are lack of sleep and overcon- 
sumption of alcohol. 

The panel members split sharp- 
ly over the effect of smoking as 


a cause of ulcers. Three of thee 


physicians said smoking is detri- 
mental. One said the tension 
catsed by stopping cigarets coul 
be more harmful than smoking 
itself. Dr. Burson put an end to 
the disagreement by saying: 

“A survey showed the majority 
of doctors who advise patients to 
quit smoking are doctors who 
don't smoke themselves.”’

This floral tip came by way 
of Washington from Mrs. Robert 
C. Ash, a judge of the National 
Flower*Show, who gave a meet- 
ing of nationally prominent Re- 
publican women a tip on how to 
keep the girls happy on a $25 
budget for flowers at their home 
town pow-wows. 

“Don't spend it on asparagus 
ferns or huckleberry greens,” 
she told them. “Nobody who 
knows anything about flower ar- 
rangements uses those two 
greens any more. Stretch your 
budget some other way, but don't 
use them. You will be stamped 
as an amateur if you do.” 

“I've never heard of any- 
body ever using it,” said an 
Atlanta judge, Mrs. W. Frank 
Troutman., ‘‘In the first place, it 
has no character and, in the sec- 
ond place, it makes arrange- 
mebts look—well, fuzzy and too 
overdone. You will lose line with 
it too. People think they can fill 


in with it, but that's before 
they learn the art of arrange- 
ments.”’ 


Mrs. James P. Hanner, an- 
other well known judge here, has 
this to say about Mrs. Ash's dis- 
approval of the fern: 


“Well, she is right. we do not 
allow the fern to be used in 
shows here. In fact, I've never 
heard of it used in a show any- 
where. The only time I ever see 
it is when it is used as filler 
material in boxed -flowers. It is 


not good for home decorations 
either, for it sheds too much.” 

Mrs. Cliff Sauls also handed 
down an opinion from her bench 
as a judge. She said: 

“You can’t cover your mis- 
takes in an arrangement by slip- 
ping in some of this fern. Use 
magnolia or something strong 
which will help not hurt the de- 
sign. That's just common sense.” 

Mrs. Garnett Evans, another 
judge who speaks with authority 
on the subject, said:

Another Year of Growth — Lion Oil 
Company had another successful year 


in 1953. 


Earnings were up nearly 5‘o 


over the previous year, oil production 
was developed on holdings in the Denver- 
Julesburg Basin where the Company has 
in excess of 200,000 leasehold acres, and 
Lion was engaged in the largest expan- 
sion of manufacturing facilities in its 30 
years of existence.

Deaths from appendicitis are 
on the wane except in adoles- 
cents and in adults over 30. In 
these groups, the mortality rate 
has increased slightly. 

The reduction in deaths stem- 
med originally from health edu- 
cation. Parents were alerted to 
the treacherous nature of the 
condition and the consequences 
of giving a laxative whenever a 
youngster complained of abdomi- 
nal pain. They learned also that 
early operation avoided perito- 
nitis which, in the days before 
the advent of the wonder drugs, 
often proved fatal. 

Careful analysis of statistics 
on the disease shows more im- 
provement in children than in 
the middle-aged. Appendicitis in 
older persons frequently mas- 
querades as “gas’’ pains and 
often is given the same treat- 
ment: a laxative or an enema 
which aggravates distress. 

Purges have the same effect 
upon Grandpa as on his grand- 
son; they encourage an _ in- 
flamed appendix to rupture and, 
within 24 hours, abdominal ab- 
cess or full-blown peritonitis en- 
sues.
